TO 

Amend an Act passed in the session of Parliament held in the a.d. isvs. 
thirtieth and thirty-first years of the reign of Her present — 
Majesty, intituled “ An Act to authorise the Commissioners 
“ of Her Majesty’s Treasury to compound the public debt 
" due by the Commissioners of the bridge across the river 
“ Blackwater, near the town of Youghal, in the county of 
“ Cork, and for the transfer of the said bridge to the Grand 
“ Juries of the counties of Cork and Waterford ; and for 
“ other purposes relating thereto.” 

W HEREAS by an Act passed in the session of Parliament held 
in the thirtieth and thirty-first years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, intituled “An Act to authorise the Commissioners 
“ of Her Majesty’s Treasury to compoimd the public debt due by 
5 “ the Commissioners of the bridge across the River Blackwater, 

“ near the town of Youghal, in the county of Cork, and for the 
“ transfer of the said bridge to the Grand Juries of the counties of 
“ Cork and Waterford, and for other purposes relating thereto,” it 
was enacted (amongst other things), that whenever for the purpose 
10 of repairing the said bridge and opening the same free from toll the 
grand juries of the said counties of Cork and Waterford should, 
under the provisions of any Act or Acts then in that behalf 
enabling, proceed to purchase or take the property of the Commis- 
sioners under the said Blackwater Bridge Act, 1828, or of any other 
15 person in the said bridge, and the tolls thereof and such property 
should have been purchased or taken, subject to the rights of the 
said Com mi ssioners of Public Works in respect of the said mortgage 
debt and the interest due on foot thereof, secured by the said 
indenture of the twenty-eighth day of July one thousand eight 
20 hundred and thirty, it should be lawful for the Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury to compound the said mortgage debt and 
the interest due on foot thereof, at and for the sum of two thousand 
five hundred pounds ; and upon payment of the said sum of two 
thousand five hundred pounds to the said Commissioners of Public 
[Bill 177.] 
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A.d. 1873. Works the residue of the terra of nine hundred and ninety-nine 
— years created by the said indenture should he vested in the said 
Commissioners of Public Works upon trust to transfer the said 
bridge to the said grand juries of the counties of Cork and Waterford 
for the purposes aforesaid, and the passage of the said bridge should he 5 
open and free to all persons, carnages, cattle, and animals whatsoever: 

And whereas notwithstanding the provisions of “ The Blackwater 
Bridge Act, 1867,” the said Grand Juries have not acted in the 
execution of the Bridges Act, and have not proceeded to repair and 
open the same toll free : 10 

And whereas by reason of the insufficiency of the tolls of the said 
bridge, not only for payment of the interest of the said debts hut 
also to preserve the said bridge and its approaches in proper repair, 
the said bridge is in a ruinous and dangerous condition, and conse- 
quently the security for the said debts and interest will he wholly 15 
lost: 

And whereas it would he a great advantage to the public if the 
said bridge and the approaches thereto were rebuilt or repaired, and 
the said bridge were opened free from toll at the joint expense of 
the said counties of Cork and Waterford between which the same is 20 
situate : 

And whereas a Bill is now pending in Parham ent, intituled “ A 
( ‘ Bill to afford facilities for the transfer to the grand juries of the 
“ counties of Cork and Waterford of the bridge across the Kiver 
“ Blackwater, near the town of Youghal, and for other purposes 25 
« relating thereto,” by which Bill it is intended to amend the 
Bridges Act, and to facilitate the transfer of the said property to 
the said grand juries, or to some person on their behalf, for the 
purposes aforesaid : 

And whereas, in case the said Bill shall pass into a law, it is 30 
expedient to enable the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury 
to compound the said mortgage debt, and the interest due on foot 
thereof, in the manner by this Act provided : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 35 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same : 

Power to the 1 . That in case the said Bill shall pass into a law, it shall he 
to j aw f u x for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, after due 
mortgage inquiry, to compound the said mortgage debt, and the interest due 40 
debt. thereon, for such sum, and upon such terms and conditions as to 

them shall seem fit, and the said Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury may discharge the said mortgage debt and all interest due 
on foot thereof.
